: (n) Twenty-five | new wells have been sunk in the different 
parts of the pergunnah, at an expense of Rs. 4 ;000. These 
wells have not only saved the people from the trouble of fetch- 
ing water from long distances, but have proved a means of 
IneRCnMIIN the population and prosperity of the pergunnah. 


These various proofs of the happy administration of the 
Nawab have induced six hundred families of the zemindars of 


Daoree and Sheikhawatee to settle i in Loharoo, so that the po- 
pulation of the state this:year shows an increase of 940 souls 
over that of the past.

such great perfection. In the absence of such schools, a great 
portion of the wealth of this country. goes to other countries, 
to buy articles of use and luxury, which are either not made 
_ in India or surpass its. productions in taste and. delicacy. If, 


therefore, Government take measures to teach the people how 
to make superior fabrics, all this wealth would remain in the 
country, which would consequently be so much the richer. 
The attention of Government i is invited to.the matter. 


“The writer proceeds td praiso” Government for taking an 
active interest in the welfare and. ‘improvement of the people, 
but regrets ‘that many abuses and irregularities , which produce 
the ‘most deleterious ‘consequences, are suffered to exist in 
management by - the negligence ‘of the. district authorities. 
Among these he notices the following in the city of Delhi, and 
blames the Municipal Committee for not attending to them :—

(c) Beyond the making’ of gutters of a cylindrical fare) 
or the widening of a few of the drains, little else has been 
done by the municipality.

a statethat in the rainy season water remains collected i in them 
knee-deep, which makes it difficult for - passengers to pass 
through them, and exposes the houses to much danger. | 


_ There are other important abuses which are highly i inju- 
rious to sanitation. The most prominent are these :— 


(a) The practice of pouring canal- water into wells in 
order to lessen their saltness. The canal-water catches a bad 
colour and unwholesomeness by mixing with the dirt of the 
roads and the leaves of the trees growing close by, i in con- 
sequence of which its infusion into the wells poisons the water. 
Persons using it. become subject to various diseases, such as 
catarrh, hypochondriasis, and ultimately to consump tion and 
hectic fever, which end in death. : 


(6) The filth in the drains at the sides of the sheaihe is 
allowed to grow putrid, and emits dead ly effluvia which are 
highly offensive to the brain. 


(c) The smell of the manure collected in the exterior of 
the city in the &nvirons.of the sacred place which passes by 
the name of Kadam-i-Sharif, and is not far from the city, and 
the hides rotted. by leather-dressers corrupt the air, which finds 
its. way into the city and gives birth to various diseases. — 


Besides the above there are several other evils which aré 
equally danperous to-health. “The hi ghest blame attaches to 
the Municipal Committee for neglecting all these reforms. ER 


Another. subject to wh me the writer draws ‘the attention 
of Government is the. defectiveness of the police *Y stem, now 
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existing ‘in the ‘North-Western “Provinces and the ‘Punjab, 
The writer has no hesitation in pronouncing it to be bad, and 
gives preference to the system formerly kept up. Under the 
existing arrangements thefts and robberies-are most~ preya- 
lent, which is accounted for by the following reasons :— 


(1) The police-constables are generally themselves thieves, 
the reason being that no discretion i is exercised in ‘selecting 
men for the post. | 


(2) The constant remorel. ot constables from one mohulla 
or part of the city to another. By being frequently trans- 
ferred they are not ina position to have a thorough knowledge 
of the people of a mohulla and its state generally. There have 
been cases in which thieves with lights in their hands have 
opened the lock of a house or shop and taken away whatever 
they liked, and on being questioned by the constable boldly 
declared themselves to be owners. The constable who, for 
the reason just explained, knows nothing about the shopkeepers 
or the residents of a mohulla, is easily deceived by such a state- 
ment, and the thief finds time freely to accomplish his object. 
In the writer’s opinion if each mohulla’ had ‘its separate con- 


stable who was not required to change his. station or ‘place of 
duty, much good would be the result. 


(3) The smaller lanes and bye-streets, which have n no se- 
parate constable stationed at them, but are placed under 
the watch of'‘men who are in charge of some “main-street or 
lane, are léft totally unguarded by them, their sole concern 
being to remain stationed at a particular place patrolled by 
the thannadar, i in ‘order to show that they are at their duty. It. 
is a matter of small concern to thém if a house i in‘ any of the 
lanes under their ‘charge -is broken into or robbed. Under 
the old arrangements the chowkeedars used to go their rounds 
and cry out in each lane and street. » By this plan no thief could 
dare to commit a robbery ; and even now in mohullas where 
the résidents have adopted : a similar plan and jointly appointed 


a chowkeedar to keep watch at night, ‘thefts are ‘unkno wn. 
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would therefore be well if Government restored the old arrange 
ments in this respect... 


(4) The institution of athletic aporia i in some cities, ¢.9., 
in Delhi, ‘has opened a ‘door to gambling, and consequently to 
theft. The poorest: people have imbibed a taste for athletic ex- 
ercises, and as their scanty means cannot allow of their pro- 
curing the rich and nourishing diet necessary for athletes, they 
resort to gambling and theft. The attention of the police ought 
to be directed to the matter. In particular, “gambling ought 
to be entirely checked, inasmuch as it is inseparably associated 
with theft. . 

A correspondent of the same paper reports the prevalence 
of a peculiar kind of cattle sickness in Sundeela in the Hurdui 
District, which has caused the death: of thousands of COWS, 
buffaloes, and other quadrupeds in the surrounding villages. 
This incident has ruined many zemindars. There are villages 
in which fields have not yet been ploughed. 


The Panjdht Akhbir of the same date repeats complaints 
of the scarcity of water in the city and cantonment of Um- 
balla, and regrets that Government takes no special notice of 
the matter, nor adopts measures for conducting a canal through 
the district." It may be, remarks the writer, that the autho- 
rities there find no difficulty in procuring water for their own 
use, and that consequently they are strangers to the sufferings 
of the people. — 


The same paper ‘comments upon the’ order recently issued 
by the Financial Commissioner of the Punjab, that in Bengal 
Sudder Ameens are empowered by Government to add the titles 
of Rai and Khan to their names, according as they are Hin- 
doos: or: Musulmans, in virtue. of their office; and that the 
Extra Assistant Commissioners i in the Punjab being on a simi- 
lar footing with Sudder Ameens in Bengal, the former have 
‘an equal right to the privilege. The writer wonders that an 
order like this should have been passed by. Government, which 

Will leyel all. distinction. between Hindoostanee gentlen men. who 


’ 
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have won the titles as the reward of long~continued exertiong 
in some good cause and the officers in’question. He is of 
opinion that either the order. should be amiended,: or that 
persons who: have received the titles. from Government, or may 


hereafter obtain them, may be. siete be ied in some special 


way. 


A sicidiadiiies of the same paper peadens the. Mshara ah 
of Indore for establishing a work ‘house ‘in his state at.a cost 
of some thousands of rupees, and taking great interest in its 
progress. The undertaking promises.to succeed, and it is hoped 
that Indore will in time become famous for its fabrics. The 

Maharajah has also brought a canal into his territory, from 
which the’ people derive great benefit. 


EDUCATIONAL: 


Thé Jagat Samdchér‘of the 8rd July suggests the desir. 
ability of providing colleges and schools with scientific ma- 
chines and apparatus. They are of great use and assistance in 
expounding by practical experiments the laws and principles 
of the different sciences, such as mechanics, astronomy, optics, 
‘pneumati cs, &c., and are therefore a desideratum in educational 
institutions. dt tte to the year 1857 these were to be found 
in many of the colleges, but since the mutiny which took place 
in that year there are none, and the want is felt. Government 
spends liberal sums of money in the Educational Department 
simply for the benefit of the people, and anything that is spent 
in assisting it in the way here mentioned will be most usefully 
employed. Subscriptions may also be raised from the people 
for the purpose through the agency of the district authorities. 


_ The Marwér Gazette of the same date states that the Ma- 
harajab of Jodhpore has given a-donation of’a lakh of rupees 

in aid of the proposed college ‘at Ajmere. He-has also-a& 
signed liberal sums of money for other acts of public utility ; 

namely, eight lakhs for the construction of roads; twenty thou- 
sand for the erection of dik-bungalows, about: ten or twelve 
‘thousand for the veterans: of a — Hine; and several

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thousand more for the: relief. of his famine-stricken subjects.

: MISCELLANEOUS. 


A correspondent of the Urdé Aklbdr of the 8th J Jul} 
praises the Maharaj ah ‘of Gwalior for his liberality, of which 
he has given‘a remarkable proof in the recent conferment of 
costly khillats and gifts i in money on the officers and attendants 
who are to ‘go in his suité on'a trip to‘the Deccan. Accord< 
ing to the correspondent the most inferior khillats comprised 
a selah and mandél, each worth some four or five hundred rupees. 
The Maharajah also took with him jewels valued at about twé 
krores of rupees, which are likewise intended for distribution: 
Attended by a suite and cortege thus superbly attired and equip- 
ped, the Maharajah left for the Daccan on the 26th June. 


The same paper has an article on the bad effects of the year 
1870-71. It is remarked that during the past year and a half 
such dreadful incidents have happened as have alarmed the 
world. Whole families have been destroyed, towns depopu- 
lated, countries‘overthrown, and large numbers of men killed.

A notice will first be 
issued by the Nawab calling on Mahomedan gentlemen to aid
